MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR. 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives: 


We have reasón to thank God, that, in the midst of na- 
tional troubles, He has blessed us during the past year with 
abundant harvest and unusual goed health, and has per- 
mitted you, the chosen representatives of the people, to as- 
semble in the Capital of the Territory to enact such laws as- 
in your wisdom may seem meet. To Him we should look 
for the direction and guidance which will enable us to dis- 
charge the responsiblé duties that have been committed to 

- our charge, as Legislators for this Territory, and pray that, 
out of his Omniscience he may impart to us the full meas- 
ure of wisdom that will enable us to do that which is just in 
His eyes, and which will redound to the future and perma- 
nent welfare of those who have confided to us the duty of 
legislating for them. : 

Qur responsibility ig one of no ordinary importance. 
The laws enacted by a Legislature, exert an unlimited pow-- 
er for weal or woe, upon the people whose conduct they 
are to govern, and too much circumspection cannot be ob- - 
served by the law-makers, when: preparing their acts and 
maturmg them into public Jaws. Haste in legislation 
should be avoided. It is the parent of many and greiveus 
mistakes. Patient deliberation shonld be given to every 
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act that in the least affects the public weal, That which 
seems good at first sight, frequently upon examination, 
proves to be the reverse, and if adopted would be produc- 
tive of great wrong and hardship. cn a A 

Let us avoid, and carefully avoid, all that species of leg- 
islation that. does not have in view the good of the whole 
Tertitory. “We are the agents of the whole.people, and 
not of any class or set of men, and, as such, .we cannot 
without doing injustice to ourselves and our constituents,” 
give the least attention to-matters which do not pertain to

FINANCES, 


I herewith lay before you reports of the Treasurer of the 
Territory and of the Auditor of Publie Accounts. By the 
accounts of the Treasurer it will be seen „that „the receipts 
into the Treasury during the fiscal year ending the 15th 
day of November last, werenine thousand and three dol~ 
lars and eighty two cents ($9, 003 82.) which added to the 
balance in the Treasury at the end of the fiscal year 1862 
($1,616 11) makes the amount of ten thousand six hundred 
and nineteen dollars and ninety three cents ($10,619 93.) 
The total amount of disbursements during the year were 
six thousand nine hundred dollars and twenty-seven cents 
($6,900 27) ; leaving a balance in the Treasury on the 
15th of November of three thousand seven hundred and 
nineteen dollars and sixty-six cents, ($,719 69.) 

The Auditor reports that after baving paid all the recog- 
nized debts of the Territory there is a balance on hand of 
three thousand and eighty dollars and seventy-four cents, 
($3,080 74.) oot 

Thus we can congratulate the Territory upon not only 
being out of debt, but upon having this large sum in the 
Treasury to be disposed of as may be -deemed most pro- 
per.

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 


That the mineral resources of our Territory may be fully 
known and developed, it isnecessary that a Geological Sur- 
vey should be made. The treasures which our’ mountains 
contain will not be known to the world, nor will capitalists 
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look hitherward- for an investment of their means, until a 
thorough complete. and sĉientiĥo survey of this character 
` shall have been made and its results published in an author= 
itativeform. Then will the enterprising capitalists of the 
country be enabled to act understandingly in reference to 
our Territory and they will not be slow in discovering that 
here, inyestments can be made which will render large and 
tertain profits. `- ; — 

We are not in a situation to incur the expense of a work 
of this character ourselves, - The nieans of our people are 
too limited for that. But Congress should make an appro- 
priation of a small sum for that purpose. The, knowledge 
which would be brought to light by the survey would be of 
national importance as well as beneficial to the people of 
New Mexico. All the development of the precious metals . 
which are now made must be regarded as advantageous to 
the nation ; as bringing to the general treasury a supply of 
coin which will sustain the credit 6f the country and increase 
the confidence of foreign nations in our ability to mantain, 
not only our integrity but also-our ability to withstand the . 
exhaustive drafts made upon the treasury by one of the - 
most extensive civil ware known to modern times. Toa 
sense of all this, the authorities at Washington are alive. , 
They kuow its importance and are acting upon it. „New ` 
Mexico can contribute to the common relief in this respect 
as well as California and her sister Territories of Colorado 
and Arizona. But this 18 not known abroad, however 
well it may be known here. - , 

I therefore recommend that a memorial be made to Con- 
gress for an appropriation that would cover the expenses 
of a survey such as I have indicated.

INDIANS. | 


Itis my disagreeable duty to again repeat that our Terri- 
tory still suffers from the hostility of the Indian tribes which 
surround us. During the last three years our losses in 
life and property by these tribes have been greater than ev- 
er before suffered in the same number of years. Some pro- 
gress however is being made towards reducing: them to subs 
jugation and cbedience to the Government authorities, 
Since your honorable bodies assembled last year, one very - 
troublesome tribe—the Mescalera Apaches—have been rex 
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duced to a comparative state of peace, and placed in suck = 

situation on the Pecos river as willnotonly secure us.against 

all further dnnger from thattribe, but according to. present ` 
appearances they will soon cease to entertain. a desire for 

their nomadic pursuits and become one of our industrious 

and thrifty Pueblos. 

There are of this tribe about four hundred souls located 
atthe Bosque Redondo, who, during the past summer cul- 
tivated about two hundred acres of land, raising thereon 
fair crops and in sufficient quantities to. go far towards sup- 
porting them. during the cold months of the winter. The 
industry which they have exhibited, and the aptness with 
which they apply themselves to the work of agriculture, 
evince a spirit in existence among them that will eventually 
lead them: into the adoption of civilized modes of life should 
they for a few years more, be properly treated, instructed 
and cared: for. i 

The Utahs are observing their usual good conduct and it 
is to be hoped that by the kindness and liberality of the 
Government they will be induced to refrain from any hos- 
tile feelings or demonstrations against the people. t 

The Navajoes are still hostile and are at this time waging 
a relentless warfare against our citizens which renders inse- 
cure every highway and has left scarcely stock enough in 
the country for the purposes of domestic use. 

These Indians occupy the finest grazing districts. within 
our limits, and: in their wanderings:infest a mining region 
extending about two hundred miles north and about the 
same eastand-west. By their hostile presence in that region 
of country, trom which they obtain but a precarious subsis- 
tence by robbery and depredations upon citizens, am im- 
mense pastoral and mining population is excluded from its. 
occupation and the treasures of mineral wealth that are 
known to exist within the limits mentioned have: remained 
untouched. The public interests demands that this condi" 
tion of things.should cease to exist. General Carleton has 
taken the first step in the right direction and is pursuing the 
only policy by which the Indian Problem can bessolved, and: 
savages made to yield to the demands. of advancing civiliza- 
tion. What is that policy? Itis by force of arms and 
persuasion to eompel them to leave the mountain: districts: 
where by: iustinet bandits and. robbers always: seek refuge. ter 
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conceal their stolen plunder and elude pursuit and punish- 
ment. In the plains, Indians can always be reached and. 
despoiled of the fruits of their roberries, and more- than this,. 
they can then be civilized and reduced to agricultural pur- 
suits. Notso inthe mountains, where the places andmeans. 
of concealment are so abundant, and where contact with 
civilization is almost entirely excluded by the nature of the 
country. - | ` = 

In pursuance of this policy the Department Commander 
proposes to withdraw the whole Navajo tribe from their pres- 
ent locality of mountain recesses, and: places them upon the’ 
Pecos river where there is an abundance of the finest land 
for agricultural and immense plains bordering upon the river 
for their flocks and herds to graze upon. ‘There they can 
be taught the arts of civilized life whilst they are receiving 
the protection of Government arms against all enemies. 
What a change will this policy, successfully carried out, 
produce upon the future of New Mexico! For one hundred 
and fifty years have these Indians annually robbed the peo- 
ple of the Territory of an amount equal to the profits of 
their labor. They have kept our people in a state of pov- . 
erty by this course of conduct, but in. doing so they have 
not in the least improved they own condition. The reckless. 
manner in which they have destroyed what they have stolen 
from us has prevented it from enuring to their own advan- 
tage. 

The indications now are that the Department Command- 
er will be successful in the prosecution. of this policy. Àl- 
ready a large number of the tribe has been removed to the 
Bosque Redondo. Some of these are prisoners of war, 
captured: by the troops in the eampaign in the, Navajo coun- 
try and others are of those who have become tired of the 
war, and in order to obtain the advantages of peace, have 
willingly surrendered themselyes and expressed a readiness 
to comply with the wishes of the authorities. Should these 
gradual diminutions continue, and they. doubtless will, the 
tribe will shortly be reduced to a state of numerical weak- 
ness that will render-its further opposition to oux; arms fu- 
tile, and the last remnant will be forced from necessity to 
abandon their ancient homes and seek companionship with 
their fellows in the valleys of the Pecos. . 

Ik is. well known that the Navajoes are somewhat acquain~ 


& 
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ted with the arts of husbandry During the canipaign of 
past summer the troops are reported to have seen many. 
fields of fine corn and wheat. The peaches which they 
grow are said to excel those grown in any other pat of the 
Territory and their melons have for years been celebrated 
for their good qualities. There is therefore much to hope 
tut from them after they shall have been thoroughly reduced 
t» peace, and become contented to live in their new home 
and cultivate the soil there given tliem. 

This policy of locating the Indians should not stop with 
the Navajoes and Mescalero Apaches. Peaceably if possi- 
bly, forcibly if necessary. “Too long have they roamed 
lords of the soil over this extensive and valuable tract of 
country. They are entitled to a portion of it for their 
niaintenance, but to no more. The white man has an ur- 
gent necessity for the lands which have heretofore been thus 
dedicated to the unprofitable use of the savages and the 
white man must sce to it that the savages are displaced to 
make room for him. In doing this thereis no necessity for 
violating any of the rights which properiy pertain to the In- 
dians. The condition of the latter will be greatly improv- 
ed, and if in making this improvement a savage custom or 
prejudice should have to he overthrown let the custom or 
prejudice go. If, in placing them in reservations, we put 
it beyond their power to scalp the white man and prevent 
them from velebrating a war dance over that scalp after it 
has been obtained, no great damage will hive been done te 
the cause of Christianity nor will either of the races have 
suffered any detriment from the change. 


EDUCATION. ` 


Y cordially concur with the recommendations oflered tor 
deliberation by Gov. Arny in his message to the Legislature 
at its last session, on the subject of Education. In a pure- 
ly local point of view there is no want that is so widespread 
among our people as that which is occasioned by the ab- 
sence of a school system that^would bring the benefits of 
education within the reach of all. Education refines; 
strengthens and elevates the intellect of man. I6 purifies 
society and relieves it from crimes and offenses of every 
yrade aŭd character, It qualifies a people to take the fores 
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most Tank in all that goes to make up national and individ- 
ual greatness. 1 E 
The.records of every prison in the civilized world, will 


show that a very largé majority of those who have been. , 


incarcerdted were wanting in education. Ignorance and 
crime, though not inseparable, are, nevertheless, closely 
connected. Ighofance blunts the moral sensibilities, and 
tenders the max less capable of apréciating the responsibil- 
‘ities which society devolves upon him, in the maintenance - 
of the social relations. Experience has proved, that it is 
much cheaper (as a question of economy, for states to ed- 
ucate the youth, than to defray the expenses of maintaining 
courts for tonvittion. of the gteat numbers who, by igno: 
rance, fall victiñas of vice and crime, and to afterwards sup- 
port them for-years in prison. consequencé of this ex- 
‘perience, tlieré are few states but what have established the 
common school system, which has worked most beneficial: 
ly upon all classes of society, uid become a medium of re: 
formation from vice and crime; that was unknown to states- 
men of aŭ “earlier period fñ the history oflegislatian. Now, 
' that the problem has been solved for us, aud we are fully 
«ware of the bénefits ¢f jts practical workings, we would be 
criminal] Were.we not, ia the performance of our duties as 
legislators for our Teiritory, to provide some measures for 
tlie education of the people, and place them upon the high- 
way to happiness, reĥnement and-virtue. f 

Irenew the *ecommendations of Gov. Arny, that Con- 
press be memorializéd to grant to thé Territory; in lieu of 
the lands donated for an Indústrial College, tie suni of 
Thirty Thousand Dollars, ix money; and in lieu of the six= 
teenth and thitty-sixth sections, for cotition school purpo- 
ses, One Hundred Thowsand Dollars, to be invested ih good 
securities, aŭd the interests appropriated annually for the 
purposes specified. 

Th this ĉonnection, I desire to direct your especial atten+ 
tion to another subject 6f the highest importance to the 
Territory: Í mean to the condition df a tertain class df des- 
titute children, who aré found ia numbers amorig our peo= 
ple, Itis the duty of every community, to provide for the 
‘welfare of the destitute oiphan and other children 
that are to be found in their midst. The most 
effectual method of doing this, is by legislative enactment:

In looking over the Territory, it is surprising to observe, 
how few artisans there are among the native: population. 
This is the more surprising, when we take into. considera- 
tion the very high wages mechanics of every class cómmand 
for their labor. There is scarcely a native artisan in the 
whole Territory, who has his fixed place of residence, and 
his shop open for supplying the public with the fruits of his 
industry. Blacksmiths, carpenters, stone masons, painters, 
shoemakers, sadlers, tailors, and in fact every class of me- 
chanics, are extremely scarce among our native population 
and.those who have arrived at. some perfection in a knowl- 


edge of their business, are generally working at daily and." 


monthly wages. th la 

This should not be the case ; nor would it be so, if prop- 
er use were made of the abundant material in our midst to 
prevent it. The great number of destitute orphans, and. 
the greater number of children. of unrecognized parentage, 
who are known’ to be in almost every town in the Territo- 
ry, and who grow up in vagabondism, is the material out: 
of which should be formed the element to supply the va-. 
cancy of which I have spoken in this connection ; and: 
thereby a double blessing be conferred, one upon the com- 
munity at large, and the other upon the unfortunates rescu-. 
ed from poverty, degradation and crime. | 

I recommend that a law be enacted, authorizing the- 
Judges of Probate in the several couuties of the Territory, 
to bind in apprenticeship, to good and exemplary artisans, 
and to other persons who will rear them te habits of mdus- 
try, the class of children to which Ehave alluded: In the 
law, care should be taken that the interests of the ckildren 
be properly provided for, and also that the masters, under 
regulations, shall be secure in the services of thely appren- 
dees.

I recommend, therefore, that.an urgent memoria]! he made- 
to Congress, for an appropriation. sufficient to complete 
those buildings, and save the. large amounts that have al- 
ready keen expended upon them. by the Government. 


E e MANUFACTURES. 


I deem it of the higliest importance, that a system of? 
manufacturing should be introduced into New Mexieo. It 
is an element of prosperity that cannot be prudently over~ 
looked by any State or Territory. It is true, that alk dis-. 
tricts are not equally adapted to all kinds of manufacturing,, 
hut it is also true that in this country of diversified soil, cli-. 
mate and products, there are few localities but what afford 
facilities for profitable operations in’ some of tbe branches 
vf manufacturing.industry. To this proposition New Mex- 
ico affords no exception. With millions of pounds of wool 
produced in the: Territory annually, with as good water 
power as ĉan be secured in the most fayorable parts of the 
land, and with labor in abundance and now unemployed, is 
there any reason that it should be: said that New Mexico 
does not produce one yard of all the cloth that is consumed 
every year by her ninety thousadd. inhabitants? With 
mountains filled with iron ore and coal, and towns crowded, 
with men unprofitably employed, is. there reason im having 
já suid New Nexico does not produce iron. enough to make a. 
horse shoe? Thereis.not a hat made in. the Territory, yet 
more than enougk,of this artiele ofelothing could: be made,, 
with a small outlay of capital to furnish the supply for our: 
own market and afford some for shipmenj tà our neignbors. 
to the south of us., : 

These reflections could be followed up and similamsug-. 
gestions made in reference to. other branches of manufactur- 
ing, bút I have carried theatar enough to demonstrate 
what could be done, iff we wereanimated bya proper spirita, 
„pd. teahow what we ara suffering from the habits otindifiaz. 
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ence into which we have permitted ourselves to fall. Every 
article of raw material which is converted, into a commer~ 
cial commodity is converted from inutility to a source of 
wealth. It. contributes to the prosperity of the country 
in many ways. Iron vore might lie in the mountains for 
centuries, as it has done, and be of no conceivable value to 
any person. But let furnace and: forge be put in opera: 
tion and that ore immediately changes its character and from 
being as worthless as the stone that lies by its side,.it be- 
.£ontes the representative of a cash- value and every person 
who touches 1t, fromthe time it is taken from ite native bed, 
until it has been manufactnred into iron and performed its 
duty i all the multifarious applications to which iron is 
adaptable, receives from it employment and profit. Andso 
it is with all the other raw material in which the Territory 
abounds. Itis wealth. Wealth, undeveloped and unap- 
preciated, if you will, but nevertheless wealth; and the in- 
difference which pérmits it to remain , undeveloped and un~ 
appreciated is preeminently cesurable and should be at 
once, and promptly; banished from the habits of those of 
the people who have thé means to inaugurate’ the system 
which I advocate. . 

Some efforts that have been made in this direction haye 
not proved successful. This, however, is no argument 
against the system. We miy have been imposed upon by 
the pietentions of those in Whom we repose confidente: 
That was our misfortune and by it we were faught lessons . 
which may ultimately prove advatitageous to us. tis not ^ 
well to place too much reliance in the strangers at all times, 
nor is it good financial management to entrust the chief con- 
trol of operations involving large pecuniary outlays, to those 
who have nho direct interests in those outlays. — Our inauspi- 
clots experience should not be discouraging. On the coñ- 
trary we should arouse to renewed exertion, and. with a des 
termination that will make our energy overcome’ all tran- 
sient obstacles, begir a system of manufauturing in New 
Mexico that will be à credit to the Territory and a sonrcê 
of wealth to those who invest their capital. ES 

The time should not be far distant when the citizens of . 
New Mexico would wear garments made from cloth manu- 
factüred in New Mexico. Shoes from leather mannfáetured | 
in New Mexico ; walk foots enepeted with darpets mátiufac- 
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tured here; cover their: heads with hats of New Mexican 
manufacture; cook their food upon stovés made from New 
Mexican iron, and xide upon. horses shod from iron, of na- 
tive production. There ismo good reason why this should 
not be experienced within the next few years tó come. It 
would be experienced if a proper gombination of enterprise’ 
and capital--could be effected. o = 


MINERALS, 


“The value of ou minerals cannot be too often alluded to, 
nor can it be placed before the publicin a stronger light 
fhanits interests demand. ‘There is no disguising the fact 
that the Sierra Madre is one vast deposit of mineral wealth. 
Tt was from this mountain within the limits of Mexico and 
Peru, that Cortez and Pizarro obtained the treasures that 
made Spain the wealthiest nation upon earth. Our own 
government now has in peaceable possession, two thousand 
miles north and south by four hundred east and west, of this 
valuable domain. California on fhe western slope of the 
Sierra Madre, first opened the doors of her golden treasures 
to the knock of the civilized pioneer, and within the last Bf 
teen years, has given eight hundred millions in specie to the 
circulation ofthe world. Nevada Territory, situated in the 
ceriter of these mountains, though but three years in exist- 
ence' has astonished the world by the fabulous productions 
and extent of her Washoe mines.’ Colorado Territory, on 
the eastern slope of the same range, although in the begin- 
ning of her career, is giving and- annual tribute which 
proves that her resoutces are not inferior teher sisters of the 
mountains, “Arizona, but just. brought into existence by 
legislative action, has welcomed the arrival of her federal 
and’ territorial officers, with an offering ip golden treasure 
which promises a brilliant future to her, the youngest 
daughter of the Sierra Madre. New Mexico alone remains 
stationary, while progress and important developments are 
in full activity all aronnd her, Why should this be and 
why has it been the case? It can be attributed to no oth- 
er cause than the hostile Indians, They have: kept us in 
such a state of poverty as has deprived us of the niĉiins. 
within ourselves, and have prevented emigration’ and capi- 
tal from -giving us the benefits that would -arise fei ts 
presence of either within our Territory, ` ‘There are indica» 
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tions of numerous quartz mines which ‘were successfully 
‘worked by the early Spanish settlers, within a few leagues 
of ourcity. Their expulsion by the Indians not only para- 
lyzed them for the time being, but the same hostile tribes 
have been, and continue to be an embarrassment to all ex~ 
ploration and settlement in the mineral districts. Notwith- 
standing all these difficulties and embarrassments, we have 
several mines now in a state of development which promise 
a highly favorable result .to the companies engaged in this 
“branch df industry. The New Mexican Mining Company 
have been and are now engaged in the development, of a 
“vast treasure Ingold. While another company within a 
few miles of the gold leads have commenced operations of 
leads of silver, which promise to be of great value. These 
mines were dicosvered by the first settlers of the Territory, 
and indicate to have been in successful operation at the time 
ney were abandoned for the causes that have been mention- 
ed. | 

Copper leads, of great richness, are known to exist in 
our immediate viĉinity, one of which is now being opened 
preparatory to an energetic prosecution of the work of smel- 
‘ting, so soon as the machiuery can be prepared for the pur- 
pose, by an enterprising citizen of of the Territory, The 
above hasty enumeration of facts in reference to our miner- 
al resources have been developed in opposition to the most 
adverse and discouraging circumstances. It is to be hoped 
that these circumstances will soon be removed, and this 
source of wealth to our people be permitted to expand and 
grow until we shall be in the'enjoyment of all the advanta- 
ges that nature intended we should derive from her munifi- 
cent gifts. Legislative aid should be given to the encour- 
agement ef our mining interests, which properly developed, 
together with our agricuitural and pastoral resources, have 
the capacity of making us one of the most prosperous and 
independent people ia the Union. 


MILITARY ROADS. ge 


For some years past, Congress has made no appropria- 
#ions for the construction of military roads in the Territory, 
and this is a neglect from which the Military Department 
suffers greatly. Ina country like this where the settle- 
qents are sparse—where many. miles of desert separate the

ater courses upon which alone people can live—it is 
hot to be expected that roads can be made and kept in re- 
pair, as they are in more favored lands where settlements 

are contigueus and continucus. There, necessity and in- . 

terest combined with ability to du so, compel the local resi- 

dents £o support their own roads and thereby theentire pub- 
lic are accomodated and none suffer because of a deficiency 
of facilities for transportation on common roads. li New 

Mexico it is simply impossible to maintain this system for 

the reason above alluded to, and the modes of transporta- 

tion adopted by nine-tenths of the papulation, “packs,” do 

mot require the same class of roads as is absolutely necessa- 

xy and indispensable for the transportation of military sup- 
lies. : 

d Betweén the fertile Taos valley and Santa Fé, Head 
Quarters of the Military Department ‘of -New Mexico, there 
is as much communication as there is between any other 
two points in New Mexico? yet we find that there is no 
road worthy of the name between-the twe places. ‘That 
valley produces annually its millions of bushels of corn and 

_avheat and other products of the earth, which are in great 

| demand horeand-in the southern part of the Territory, 

| and cannot be dispensed with by the Military Department, 
but in consequence of the absence of a road upon whith to 

“transpoft them, they are worth about three times as much 

here as-they arein the valley. The distance between the 

two points is ¿bout eighty miles. It is estimated that an 
expenditure of a hundred thousand dollars would construct 

La goodiroad the eŭtire distance-—a road that would give us 

«easy communication at all seasons of the year, with wagons 
rof the largest class.

-A petition properly setting forth the above facts. and for- 
warded to Congress, should have the effect of securing an 
appropriation amply sufficient to construct the road, and E 
recommend that this course be pursued at an early day by 
your Honorable bodies in order that it may reach. Washing- 
ton city in time to receive the attention of Congress at its; 
present session. i a 


MAIES. 


Ouz mail facilities are entirely inadequate to the wants 
of the Territory. Our business and governmental, relations 
with the States has been constantly increasing since the ac- 
quisition of the country by the United States, until they 
have become of so much importance: that a, weekly mar 
falls far short of supplying our wants in this.respect. 

A, new route by the way of Denver City to the’ States 
could be advantageously- opened with a comparatively small . 
increase of expense to the Post Office Department. As, 
long as the overland mail to the. Pacific is carried on that | 
more northern route, and it probably will not be changeil, 
for a year or two, our most speedy communication with tho. ; 
east will be by the way of Denver. “The telegraph com- | 
pleted to that point puts us within five days’ communicating: 
distance with the capital of the country and other eastern i 
cities. An effort should, therefore: be made to. secure the, 
establishment of an additional weekly mail to be carried in; 
coaches and in four days’ time, from Santa Fé to Denyer, 
City in Colorado Territory. | 

This suggestion is submitted to your Honorable bodies.in 
the hope that it will receive your earnest consideration and’ 
meet with yoyr approval in such a way as to/give it a prac- 
tical test before Congress. = 


FEDERAL AFFAIRS. 


The war for the suppressing of the rebellion, the recon- 
struction of the Union and the preservation of the govern- 
ment has progressed well into the third year, having accom: 
plished in a great degree the objects for which it was inau: 
gurated. The struggle is one of gigantic proportions, a: 
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the objeet which is to be accomplished in the success of our 
arms is one of inestimable value to the world. By its de- 
cision it is to be determined, whether our gayernment is to 
xemain in existence as established in the constitution, or 
whether it is to be separated and divided into others, impo- 
tent in form, contracted in domain, without respect in the 
eyes of the world, and powerless for the propagation and 

erpetuation of the Republican principles which were es- 
tablished through the blood of the Revolutionary fathers 
and dedicated to the oppressed ofevery clime by the prom- 
ise of the successive administrations that have directed it 
from the days of Washington to the present hour.— 
Although our arms have occasionally met with reverses 
which should have been anticipated, there can be no doubt 
as to the final result. We make progress. What we gain, 
we gain permanently, and what they lose they lose forever, 
Our means for war are unbounded, theirs limited, and must 
- in the nature of things exhaust themselves more and more 
with each additional effort made to cope with our power. 

The heart of the people of the United States is in the 
cause. Nothing can swervejthem from the performance of 
their patriotic duty to the utmost limit. They have deter- 
mined that the rebellion shall be put down; that the Union 
shall be preserved ; and£hat the Government in all its parts, 
in all its vigor, in all its liberality, in all its power, in all its 
grandeur shall be maintained and handed down to future 
generations as it has been given to them by the good and 
wise men. of the past. E

To His Excellency, HENRY CONNELLY, 
Governor of the Temitory of New Mexico : 

SIR—I baye the honor to enclose herewith, to Your Ex- 
celleney, as it is made my duty by law, the annual report 
that 1 have to submit to the Honorable Legislative Assem- 
bly through Your Excellency. The present condition of 
our Territorial Treasury is highly satisfactory, as during the 
fiscal. year ending on the 15th of November, 1862, the sum 
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total of money received amounted to $9,003 82, which, ad- 
ded to the sum of $547 73 the balance on hand in the Tren- 
sury the previous year makes the sum of $9,651 55. The 
amount of Drafts drawn during the same period foots up to 
$6,570 81, thus leaving a balance in the Treasury of $3,080 
74 after deducting the known debt of the Territory. 

As above stated, I have the pleasure to inform Your Ex- 
cellency, and through you, to the Honorable Legislative 
Assembly, that the Territorial Treasury is found at the 
present in a condition worthy of some consideration, if it is 
-considered whence it arises, as the revenues received are de- 
rived from the merchants, mercers, pedlers, wine sellers 
and billiard tables, and from an approximate calculation, du- 
ring the last two years, it will be seen that the collected rev- 
enue in neither of both years has amounted to ten thousand 
dollars, taking in account that a very considurable part is 
derived from fines imposed by the District Courts in the 
Frst Judicial District where Courts have been held in con- 
formity with law. 

From the above statement, with the greatest respect I call 
the attention cf Your Excellency, and through you that of 
the Honorable Legsilative Assembly, to the necessity of a 
strict econemy to be observed in the Territorial Expenses, 
for notwithstanding a balance is not on hand, as aforesaid, 
it is worthy of considerstion, in my humble opinion, that, 
it courts were held according to law, in the several coun- 
fies of the Territory, the revenue now collected would not 
be sufficient to defray all the expenses that by law are des- 
ignated, although from this time to the next coming twe 
years, according to an estimate that in my judgment I have 
made, withthe present amount in existence and the reye- 
nue that is to be collected there will be sufficient to pay the 
same without the netessity of levying new taxes. 

The revenue Collectors-of the counties of Taos, Rio Ar- 
riba, San Miguel, Mora and Socorro have neglected to 
comply with their duties ; ‘the first for the last two months ; 
and the others for the last four months. Had these officers 
made their settlements at the time designated by law, there 

“would be a better state of affairs in the Treasury. 
^ . The officers to whom by law are intrusted with the care 
of the revenue in the county of Doña Ana have entirely 
' meglected their duties since the year 1858, and although 


. 
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mew authorities were appointed in that county or district, 
mo information has been given to this Office whether there 
is any revenue; the only amount received at the Treasury 
frem said county is the sum of tea dollars that the Sheriff 
sent by Ex-Governor Arny, therefore I submit it to the 
consideration of Your Exceltency, so that the subject be 
anade known to the Honorable Legislative Assembly. 
All.of which is very respectfully submitted.

Memorial to the Honorable Congress of the United States, 


Your Memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico, would most respectfully represent, 
that our Territory embraces an area of nearly three hun- 
dred thousand square miles, and is greater in extent than ali 
the New England Statesand New York combined, and that 
we are infested on all sides by hostile Indians—that the 
Navajoes are daily committing murders and robberies to 
such an extent, that the Honorable Secretary of this Ter- 
ritory has received official reports, that during.the fifteen 
months past, the following number of persons were killed, 
wounded and taken captive, to wit: 99 killed, 47 wound- 
ed; 18 taken captive by the Indians, and that the followin 
property was stolen: 821 horses; 4,809 cattle; 98,44 
sheep; 641 mules; 3,437 goats; 88 donkeys. This is 
according to our knowledge from the few reports received 
up to the present fime from the various officers. The val- 
ue of the property stolen amounts to $448,683 92, and 
trom satisfactory information we are convinced, that not 
one third of the murders and robberies have been reported ; 
it is now of daily occurrence almost, to hear of murders and 
robberies of property belonging to the Government of the 
United States, or of the citizens of this Territory. 

Your Memerialists would further represent, that this vast 
Territory is traversed throughout its entire area with nus 
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“merous mountain ranges, on which are vast deposits of gold, 
silver and other valuable minerals, which are not developed 
in consequence of their being in possession of the savages, 
who are living on the flocks and herds of our people, com- 
ing frequently within a few miles of our Capital to commit 
their depredations, and retreating with their booty into the 
mountains, which offer at all times convenient and accessi- 
ble hiding places to these marauding bands of Indians, re- 
requiring the most thorough knowledge of the country, and 
‘of the habits of the Indians, as well as babits of endurance 
“on the part of those who are required to hunt them out and 
punish them; and in as much as these qualities are to be 
„met in so high a degree in no people as the inhabitants of 
this Territory; and in as much as no other portion of the 
inhabitants of the United States is so much and so directly 
interested in the subjugation of these Indians by reason of 
their flocks and herds being the daily and constant prey of 
these savages, as they. have already made several expedi- 
tions at their own expense, and under difficulties arising 
from the want of the means of subsistence, and have claims 
upon the Government of the United States, who shoui.. 
have protected our lives and property, as promised our citi- 
zens when this country was acquired by the United States. 


Your Memorialists would further represent, That we ax 
«a people are loyal to the Government of the United States, 
and are willing to peril our lives and property in the main- 
tenance of the Constitution and the Union, and that in the 
struggle against the wicked rebellion, we will, to: the full 
extent of our ability, support the Government that has 
adopted us: and if we ean get rid of our savage enemies, 
our Territory can, andjwill furnish gold and silver to aid in 
defraying the-expenses of the Government in putting down 
and punishing the rebels. In our present condition, hew- 
ever, without your aid, we cannot do much, and as your 
memorialists learn, that, by An Act of Congress, two mill- 
ions of dollars were appropriated to aid in paying the Mili- 
tia of the States, we would hereby implore you, to listen to 
our prayer in behalf of the people of this Territory, and aid 
us in the protection of ourselves from our savage enemics, 

Your Memorialists pray, that the Honorable Congress of 
the United States, will speedily-pass a law, making an ap- 
propriatión of Three Hundred Thousand Dollars to pay 
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the expenses incurred in the last three years; by the . expiz 
ditions of the Militia called out by His Pa the Gox- 
ernor of this Territory, to resist the rebels who-invaded bur 
soil, and punish the savages who are in our midst, and also 
to defray the expenses of the Militia, now being organized 
for the protection of pur lives and property—said appro- 
priation, to be expended under sutivlaw of Congress, as 
may make it fully available for the object intended. 

Your Memorialists would further represent: That the}, 
appropriation asked for has become important from the facts 
already stated, and the additional qne, that new discoveries 
are daily being made in the mineral wealth of this Territo- 
ry. and the country bordering upon it. 

All of which Your Memorialists, most respectfully sub- 
mit for your fayorable consideration.

À Memorial to the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States in Congress assembled. 


Your Memorialists, the House of Representatives and the 
Council of the Territory of New Mexico, would most re- 
spectfuliy represent, That the Capitol and Penitentiary, 
which construction was commenced some years ago, and 
are now half completed and being exposed without roof, 
may tend to ruin. That our Court House has been des- 
troyed, and the Halls and Offices for the Legislature and 
Public offices, are coming to the same condition; that un- 
less these public buildings be completed there will be ne 
place for the Court and this Assembly to hold its meetings. 
"Lhe work cannot be advanced without an additional appro- 
priation granted by Your Honorable Body. According to 
the estimates already méde known to the Treasury Depart-, 
ment of the United States, the additional sum of Seventy 
‘Thousand Dollars are needed for the completion of the Cap- 
itol, and Thirty Thousand Dollars for the Penitentiary.

Memorial to the Senate and House ‘of Representatives of the 
United States in Congress assembled. 


Your Memorialists, The Council and Hoŭse of Repre- 
sentatives of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico; would most respectfully memorialize Your 
Honorable Bodies : 

That the Valley of Taos, situated in the northern extre- 
mity of New Mexico, although endowed by nature with its 
fertile lands, which through the industry of its inhabitants 
produce annually an enormous quantity of bushels of wheat, 
vorn, and other cereals: Yet it is isolated from the central 
aud southern portions of the Territory by a high and ab- 
rupt mountain. This mountain intercepts and obstructs 
that easy transportation, which would enable the inhabitants 
of this Valley and other portions of the Territory to export 
the grain of the Taos Valley, the abundance of which is 
such that leaving out of consideration the demand of this. 
Valley and other parts east, west and south in the Terri- 
tory, there remains a surplus which is necessarily stored, of 
the need of a military and wagon road to. Santa Fe; and be- + 
cause of the inadequacy of the present system of conveyance 
by pack animals. One-third of the grain produced in the Taos 
Valley can hardly be exported, because of the limited profit. 

Your Memorialists would further represent: That in for- 
iner times in this country, during the Spanish and Mexican 
Governments, and prior to its anexation to the United 
States, steps were taken for the opening ‘of a wagon road 
from Santa Fe to Taos, in consideration of the great ad- 
vantages that would result to the inhabitants of New Mex-: 
ieo generally. But from want of pecuniary resources these: 


= i 
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efforts were not entirely accomplished, but concluded in a 
survey Of a practicable route to that effect. ‘Thus conclu- 
sively indicating that, notwithstanding the great mountain 
it is possible to effect this movement with the requisite re- 
sources. - 

Your Memorialists further represent: That after the de- 
ploreble losses sustained by the inliabitants of the southern 
portions of this Territory, (called the Rio Abajo), by rea- 
son of the late Texan invasion and by the inundations of 
. the Rio Grande, and the droúth which alternately ruin the 
farms in that portion of New Mexico, and lastly by the con- 
tinued depredations of the Navajoes. The imperative ne- 
dessity of a wagon route from Santa Fe, to the granary of' 
the North, for a commodious supply of grain inste&d-of pnr- 
chasing in our need at exorbitant prices—that grain, which 
the Indians, the Texan rebels, the drouth and the overficw 
of the Rio Grande, have robbed us. 

Your Memorialists further represent : That the construc- 
tion of a wagon road, as above stated in addition to the fa- 
dility of transportation of this source of wealth to our in~ 
habitants that would be an appreciable fadyantage to the 
General Government in the reduction of prices for grain, 
which now add considerably to its expenditures in the Mil- 
itary Department, saving thousands of dollars annually in 
this one item. 

Your Memorialists, would therefore most earnestly solic+ 
it an appropriation by Your Honorable Bodies of $150,000 
in such manner, and under such control as may be deemed 
ed most appropriate to accomplish the construction of the 
route prayed ‘for. 

And, in conclusion, Your Memorialists pray the early 
and most serious consideration of Your Honorable Bodies, 
and as in duty bound

Telegraph line created by the Act of Your Honorable 
Body, approved July Ist, 1862. ‘On the contrary, Your 
petitioners believe that the construction of a Railroad 
through the Territories of Colorado, New Mexico and Ar- 
izona would furnish great travel and transportation of sup- 
plies, in addition to the opening and developing of a vast 
mineral, pastoral and agricultural country. 

Your Memorialists would therefore most respectfully ask 
Your Honorable Body to grant to the Territories of Colo- 
rado, New Mexico and Arizona, or to a Company created 
by Your Honorable Body, an appropriation of, Lands, Mo- 
ney,and Bonds, similar to the grant made to the said Union 
Pacifie Railroad and Telegraph Company so that a Railroad 
.and Telegraph line may be constructed to run through this 
yast and wealthy region.

Your Memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
titory of Mew Mexico, respectfully represent: That no 
scientific survey has ever been made in this Territory, that 
Your Memorialists believe, that such exploration will be 
productive of vast benefits, as well-to the United States as 
to Mew Mexico, in developing rich deposits of gold, silver, 
copper, lead, iron, stone-coal, and other metals ‘and miner- 
als, in many, if not all, the moyntains within our limits. 

Therefore, Your Memorialists pray, that during your 
present session, Your Honorable Bodies will provide by 
law, that there be made a strict geological exploration of 
this Territory, and as in duty bound, Your Memorialists 
wil ever pray.

Your Memorialists; the Council and House of Represen- 
tatives of the Territorial Legislature of New Mexico, . 
would respectfully represent: That New Mexico in her ag- 
ricultural, pastoral and mineral lands possess as great a 
variety of “inducements to emigration and settlement within 
her borders as any other portion of the Union, and that it 
is only necessary for her resources to be made known to in- 
sure in a few years a population doable the number she 
has at present. That her agricultural capacity alone is ca- 
pable of'sustaining twice over the accession nientioned, as 
her rich river margins, amply supplied with water for irri- 
gation, and embracing an aggregate of more than a million 
and a half of acres abundantly evidence. That farm labor 
is better paid in the Territory than in any of the States; 
for the reason that the products of the soil being inadequate - 
to the consumption, prices are enhanced by heavy trans: 
portatation churges to 200 to 300 per cent on quotations 
elsewhere: thus offering considerations of the greatest im- 
portance. That we, Your Memorialists, believe, if these 
Lands were properly surveyed and platted and their conse- 
quent descriptions and qualities officially brought before 
the public, they would invite the attention of purchasers, 
and add greatly thereby to the population of the Territory. 
Non-attention co this important duty, strengthning the im- 
pression existing, tó a greater or less extent, that New 
Mexico in an agricultural aspect, is but of little-conse- 
quence, is the primary cause of the sparse communities 
within her limits, and the troubles every day arising from 
Indian depredations. We therefore, ask of Congress the 
requisite action on their part which shall require these sur- 
veys and exhibitions to be made, in accordance with. our 
system of irrigation, sa that the advantages mentioned may 
Le realized. ` - 
. Your Memorialists would represent further: That the 
Territory of New Mexico is at this fime in an unpreceden= 
tcd condition (at least since its annexation to the United 
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States) of alarm and devastation from Indian hostilities, 
‘The official statement by the Secretary of this Territory, 
{made the duty of that Officer,) just presented, shows that 
within the past fifteen months the sum of $448,683 92 and 
the sacrifice of 90 lives (not to be computed in money,) 
have been lost in stock and raids. These depredations are 
on the increase, and at this moment are more daring and 
extensive than ever before. The military, so far, with the. 
yearly expenditures of millions, have been, and still appear 
to be utterly inadequate to their arrest. ‘These facts, for 
obvious reasons to us, are not published by the press of 
the Territory, and may be new to the authorities at Wash- 
ington, but they are facts nevertheless, with which our peo- 


“ple are but too painfully acquainted. Your Memorialists, 


looking at the history of the country, in its frontier settle- 
ments, for precedent, believe, that the surest way to ĉheck 


` the turbulent spirit of the Indian, is to surround him with 


white settlers, men of hardihood and indomitable will, 
fee simple in the soil they improve and defend gives them 
determination and force. This is the reliance on which 
Your Memorialists now depend for peace and security (un- 
less the entire policy of the Government towards these In- 
dians be changed,) and in this view of the case ask your 
co-operation for securing the required population. 

Your Memorialists would further represent: That the 
great distance of the Territory from the States, with no 
other than wagon communication, renders every article. 
even of necessity, so exorbitantly dear, that a comparative 
few only are able to purchase to the extent demanded by 
actual want. A railroad would prove of inestimable value: 
to our citizens. and it is necessary for the purpose of secu- 
ring investments in such a means of transportation, that 
the country through whieh it is to run should exhibit the 
«apacity it possesses for bearing the expensos. With our 
rich valleys under cultivation, our pastoral fields covered 
with stock and our mineral wealth developed, a Railroad 


„from the Pacific to the Rio Grande united with the Trunk 


line to the Sierra Nevada, with an extension south to the 
boundary of Mexico, would prove one of the best paying 
enterprises of the age. 

Your Memorialists will not enter into further partivulars 
to show the great adyantages which would inevitably result

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* from a settlement of the lands, such as educational and res 
ligious facilities, so requisite for the discharge of the high 
duties devolving on us under our form of Government: An- 
early survey in the manner indicated, it may be remarked, 
would settle the claims now held under Mexican and other 
titles, and prevent to a great extent, if not altogether pre~ 
clude the possibility of expensive and tedious litigation 
which cupidity may institute when the country becomés bet: ; 

“ter understood and appreciated. As these Lands are rep-, 
resented as worthless, the better informed may secúre large 
floats—some of them leagues square, and thus not only ab- 
stract from the National exchequer, but seriously embar- 
rass the prosperity of the Territory at a future day. 

And permit Your Memorialists to observe, that the inex- 
haustible mines of New Mexico of Gold, Silver, Copper; 
Lead and Iron, in connection with the products of her ara- 
ble and pastoral Lands, may, by your favorable actinn, be 
made to bear no'inconsiderable portion of the expenditures 
which have been and which continue to be so necessarily 
and patriotically poured out for the preservation of our ines- 
timable Union. :
